Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7 drawn to print processing method , classified in class 355, subclass 77. 

II. Claims 8-18, drawn to print ordering receiving machine, classified in class 355, 
subclass 40. 

III. Claims 19-28, drawn to print processing device, classified in class 358/487. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, inventions II and III have separate utilities such as image 
processing is performed on the basis of the order information inputted by the order condition 
inputting device, and image copying processing is performed on the basis of the order 
information read by the order information reading device. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and II, III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used 
to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
processing method can be practiced by another materially different apparatus such as image 
editing system.
